^A conference between the Boer presi- 
dent, it is added, and the general com- 
manding the Boers in northern Natal 
was hurried arranged on receipt of 
the news of Cronje's surrender.

held from the public. 


President Kruger has sent a fervid 


religious appeal with orders that it 
should be read by all urKcers to the 
bughers, urging them to stand fast 
and strive in the name of the Ixird, for, 
unless they had faith in Him, coward- 
ice would set in and the position would 
be hooeless the moment they turned 
tlieir backs on the enemy. 


Their past victories, he declared, 


showed the Lord was on their side. 


The president besought the burghers 


not to bring destruction on their pro- 
geny.

thority in Bloemfontein declares that 
even in the event of a repulse of the 
Free State forces the latter will retire 
towards the Transvaal and unite with 
their brethen there, maintaining the 
struggle to the last. 


Three BrltUh Armies In the Field and

The air of mystery which covers the 


movement of the main British army 
in South Africa continues, though what 
informatioln leaks out indicates the 
campaign is being: carried on with 
steady progress. 


There are now practically three Brit- 


ish armies in the field, one in the Frea 
State, one in Cape Colony and one in 
Natal. 


All that is known about the first, and 


n-'ost important is that it is in close 
touch with a body of Boers estimated 
to number about 6000 men. Speculation 
as to the direction and method of Gen- 
eral Roberts' advance into the Free 
State is quite worthless), so carefully 
are his plans concealed. 


In Cape Colony Generals 
Brabant 


and Clements command two horns of 
the \rrny, 
while General Gatacre 


halds the main Boer force in check. 
General Gatacre and Clements probab- 
ly combine and advance on Bloemfon- 
tien, with General Brabant guarding 
the right flank with the mobile colon- 
ials. This movement will be subse- 
quent to securing the line of comuni- 
cations along the Orange Free State 
railroad, which, according to latest dis- 
patches, seems almost accomplished. 


The third army, the one in Natal, is

As an incident of the British main

Determined Effort to Wreck Ac- 


commodation Train at 


Seabrook, N. E 


Portsmouth, N. H., March 
5.—Two 


dastardly attempts were made Sunday 
night within the borders of this state to 


• wreck the accommodation train due here 
from Boston at 8:30. One was made-in 
the town of Seabrook, just over the line 
from Massachusetts. Here a switch had 
been misplaced >Sd the switch light 
broken. 


The second attempt was at Hampton, 


some four miles further on, where at two 
..oints heavy sleepers had been laid 
across tbe track. 


Neither attempt succeeded, but in each 


case a derailment and probable loss of 
lives was averted only by the fact that 
the train was running slowly. 


Who the perpetrators were is a mys- 


tery. The distance between the two 
points would make it appear that, wjiile 
the wreckers might have been of the 
same gangr, the attempts were the work 
of two parties or persons. 


The train is the regular Sunday night 


•accommodation over the eastern division 
of the Boston and Maine. It is a light 
one, composed of engine, tender and two 
cars. It left Boston at 6:35 and was due 
In Seabrook at S o'cioek. 


Just beyond the station 1& a siding, and 


hare a number of freight cars were 
standing-. The train was running slowly 
and under easy control. The moment 
the wheels of the bogy passed the switch 
the engineer saw that he was taking the 
Biding1.

Ten minutes1 later the train stopped at 


Hampton. As it left this station and 
was gathering headway something lying 
across the track was seen by the en- 
gineer. Before he could stop the train 
the cowcatcher struck the object and 
threw it off the track to one side. It was 
e heavy railroad sleeper, which had 
been laid across the track at right angles, 
from rail to rail. 


The engineer, realizing that desperate1 


att-mpts were being made to wreck the 
train, ran on again slowly. He had gone 
but a few rods- when another sleeper ap- 
peared lying across the track. 


He strove to bring the train to a stand- 


Still, but it was too late to avoid strik- 
ing the heavy sleeper. Again, by good. 
fortune, the cowcatcher struck the ob- 
stacle in such a manner as to pitch it to 
one side and off the track. 


By this time the engineer was thor- 


oughly alarmed. He kept his train at 
very slow speed, feeling his way along 
and on the constant outlook for further 
obstacles or for lessened rails. Nothing- 
furtner was se-en. 


Whether the attempt was made by 


tramps or by someone else is only a 
rr.atter of speculation. There are very 
few of the latter at this time of year.

The committee of the manufacturers, 


i with little debate, refused to accept the 


proposition of the Qutncy cutters to 
grant the Barre schedule, taking such 
action without considering the conten- 
tion raised by the Quincy committee that 
the Barre scale read "minimum" and 
not "average" wages of 35 cents an hour. 
Not only this, the New England asso- 
ciation will probably suggest to the 
.Barre manufacturers that 'they part 
company with the association if they 
insist in maintaining the agreement 
made Thursday with the cutters in that 
city.

The meeting in this city represented 


Quincy manufacturers, who constitute 
the largest group of quarrymen in the 
east, employing over 3000 men. The 
Concord, N. H., manufacturers voted to 
stand by the Nev» Kngjand association, 
so this draws the line sharply between 
the employers and employes in this sec- 
tion of New England. The indications 


j previously pointed to an adjustment of 


I the wage schedule on the basis of the 


Barre agreement, as the Quincy manu- 
facturers' offer was 33 cents per hour on 
an average. The eight-hour day does 
not appear to be in dispute at this time. 


The answer of the manufacturers will 


be formally made to the cutters some 
time today, and the strike will then be- 
gin in earnest. The Barre schedule, it 
seems, has proven agreeable to many

A Deadly Force That Is TJsed In Modern 


Harbor Defenses. 


Modern harbor defenses are described 


in St. Nicholas by Charles Eawson 
Thurston. He -writes: 


The torpedo mines are operated from 


mining casemates located at the en- 
trances of harbors or bays, the exact sit- 
uation and their interior arrangement 
being a department secret. Some mines 
are spherical in shape, abont three feet 
in diameter, and constructed of steel. 
These, when in service, are expected to 
hold 100 pounds of high explosives and 
to float near the surface. But they must 
be concealed as well as buoyant, and so 
to each is attached by a cable a mush- 
room anchor to keep the torpedo just 
below the surface, out of sight and bo- 
yond the reach of the fire of machine 
guns. 


These mines are intended for use in 


the channels that, hostile ships would 
havo to sail through, and are formed 
in threes and set closely in the channel 
according to plans previously arranged. 
If necessary, the sea oil the entrance to 
a harbor or bayconlcl be well filled with 
thein. These mines may be exploded or 
may be perfectly haiinless according io 
the will of tho occupant of the mining 
casemate, who, with his important ap- 
paratus, is out of roach of shot and 
shell, there being tons of earth between 
him and the upper air. 


Out from this chamber through a tun- 


nel below low water mark, and hence 
safe from discovery by the enemy or shot 
from them, run numerous cables to the 
mines planted in the channel or in the 
sea. 
"\Vithin the chamber the operator 


has an elaborate chart with the location 
cf every torperlo or mine upon it. By 
telegraph or other signals from observa- 
tion stations near by he is kept informed 
of the approach of vessels, and acts as 
he thinks best under the circumstances. 
He may receive word from his stations 
to such effect that with his chart he 
knows a vessel is directly within a clus- 
ter of the sunken mines. Then lie can 
touch a key, and a mine will instantly 
explode beneath or near tho vessel. If 
the vessel is a friendly one, however, 
the operator can disconnect his batteries, 
and the ship will sail in perfect safety 
over tho tons of explosive beneath. If 
the weather be foggy, or if some other 
condition unfavorable for locating a 
vessel prevails, and enemies are known 
to be near, the pressing of mtxny buttons 
will make every one of these mines a 
deadly force, and any ship thnt ventures 
in will strike a torpedo, roll it over, 
and automatically close an electric cir- 
cuit, which will explode the mine, and 
the ship will he sunk or badly shattered.

SALADS. 


By Luuis Role. 


If th^re is one thing more neglected 


than another in the AHV lean household 
it is the duty ot furn.'bhu.a; for each din- 
ner a.t least a proyei, healthful and app»- 
tiziu;,' salad. The French nut only tat 
a salad at dinner but in most cases at 
lunch, and quite often at breakfast. 


The coining of spring makes'this sub- 


jr-ct an especially seasonable one. There 
Is a craving for the tonic four-d in early 
gieen stuffs that can be satisfied in no 
other \\ ay, and when it is considered that 
not lettuce alone, but aspaiagus, cab- 
bage, 
mustard, 
chicory, 
cauliflower 


(boiled),celery.dandelion and watercress 
may also form the basis of a salad, 
there seems no good reason why anyone 
Should go without that which nature de- 
mands. 


In preparing of all green salads your 


flrst care must be to freshen the green 
stuff us«l by placing in very cold water, 
cleaning thoroughly of all foreign mat- 
ters, drying catefully in a towel (avoid- 
ing- crushing the loaves as much as pos- 
sible, as a crush"d leaf soon wilts), and 
shredding with the fingers instead of 
cutting or chopping -nith a knife, as is 
too often done. 
I do not mean that 


shredding is always necessary, for let- 
tuce is often served with the leaves en- 
tire, and more desirable in that form 
unless it can be eaten almost as soon as 
it is shredded. All salads to be nice 
should be fieshly made and should ba 
stirred as little as possible. 


Although there are many prepared 


salad dressings, I believe also that the 
dressing should be freshly made to be at 


i its best, and, other things being equal, 


that the simpler the dressing the better. 
For nine salads out of ten the simple 


J French dressing of oil, vinegar, salt, 


pepper and mustard is the best, although 
the yolks of hard boiled eggs rubbed 
fine and smooth may be added to give 
color without any bad effect. Melted 
fresh butter may be used in place of oil, 
but in all cases only the best ingredi- 
ents should be used. A simple formula 
for a salad dressing -with eggs is as fol- 


I lows: Rub the yolks of t\\o boiled eggs 
; very fine and smooth, combine with one 


teaspoonful of dry English mustard, one 
of salt, one dessertspoonful of sugar and 
the yolks of two raw eggs well beaten 
into the other ingredients. Add drop by 


j drop the best olive oil, beating as long 
| as the mixture continues to thicken; 
! then add vinegar, stirring until as thin 


l as desired. 


Another dressing (cooked) that I have 


found excellent for cabbage and vege- 
table salads is made in this way: The 
yolks of two eggs beaten thoroughly, 
one teaspoonful of salt, one of pepper, 
two of sugar, two of any English must- 
ard, two tablespoonfuls of butter (fresh 
is better); stir into this mixture four 
tablespoonfuls of sharp vinegar, set in 


i a kettle of hot water and stir constantly 


until it thickens-; set a\\ay and when 
cool it is ready for use. The above will 
make a dressing sufficient for a quart 
of chopped cabbage or vegetables, and if 
used with cabbag-e should be poured on 
when hot and thoroughly mixed. 


A cream dressirg for cabbage may be 


made by taking two parts of whipped 
cream, one of sugar and four of vinegar, 
mixing thoioughly and pouring over the 
cabbage that has previously been, cut 
fine and well seasoned with salt. 


A salad not often served but very 


tasty is made as follows: String young 
beans, break into half-Inch pieces and 
cook soft in salted water; drain well, 
add finely chopped onions, pepper, salt 
and vinegar, and set away to cool. Just 
before serving add olive oil or melted 
fresh butter. The onions may be omitted 
if desired. 


The above recipes for cabbage salad 


and bean salad I have given as excep- 
tions to the geneial rule that a salad 
should be freshly mace, and they are I 
believe the notable exceptions. B¥esh- 
ness, coldness (not frapped), and deli- 
cate handling of the tender green stalks 
used, combined with a good dressing, 
are the essentials, and no special recipes 
for the many salads made are necessary. 
Eat more salads is the advice of Louis 
Koie.

DIET IN DISEASE. 


By Christine Terhune Herrlck. 


(Continued from last week.) 


The diseases of which mention hat 


been made thus far are comparatively 
simple and the diet la easily regulated. 
M'hen a child falls a prey to more serious 
complaints, the matter of food assumes 
greater gravity. In nearly every attack 
of illness the gastric organs are more or 
les,s affected, and this condition raises 
the question of diet to a high degree of 
importance. Suppose-, for Instance, that 
a child is suffering from a cold, which, 
even in its slightest form, is a state of 
congestion. The old proverb, "Feed a 
cold and you will have a fever to starve," 
should be born in mind. The diet should 
be light, nourishing, easily digested. 
Rich foods of any sort should be avoided 
and care taken to keep the bowels open. 
Cream soups and broths, arrow root Jel- 
ly, blanc mange, oysters, stewed or 
creamed, and other dedicate dishes on 
the same order are better than heavy 
meat soups, roasts, and the usual line of 
vegetables. Scraped beef or mutton may 
be given in small quantities, but the 
kinds of food old-fashioned people called 
"hearty" should be cut out from the bill 
of fare. If there Is any tendency to ir- 
ritability of the throat, nuts of every 
kind, including cocoanut, should be 
barred. Fried foods must be absolutely 
excluded. 


If the child has a feverl&h cold and 


seems disinclined to food, do not force 
him to eat. The fasting, in moderation, 
will do him no harm, and an aversion to 
eating is often Nature's indication that 
the inflamed organs of the body, sympa- 
thetically deragged, need rest. Keep up 
the invalid's strength by milk, elth«r 
pure or mixed with lime water or Vichy. 
Give it hot, if the child will take it so; it 
not, let him drink it cold and take thia 
and any other nourishment often and In 
small quantities. If he has a cough that 
annoys him. prepare for him Irish moss 
lemonade, sweetened with rock candy, 
and administer a tea-spoonful of this 
from time to time. It is cooling as ^ell 
as healing, and possesses a Slight nutri- 
tive value. 


CREAMED OYSTERS. 


Cook together a tablespoonful of but* 


ter and one of flour until th*y bubble. 
Pour upon them a cupful of s-weet milk. 
If you wish to make the- di&h very nour- 
ishing, have the milk half cream. Stir 
until the sauce is thick and smooth, drop 
In the oysters and let them simmer about 
three minutes, or until they are plump. 
They should be just cooked and no more, 
if their full nutritive value la to be ob- 
tained with the minimum of strain upon, 
the child's digestion. Salt to taste, and 
serve at once, either alone or upon toast, 


IRISH MOSS LEMONADE. 


"Wash thoroughly half a pound of Irish 


moss, and put it to soak in two quarts of 
cold water. At the end of an hour put 
it over the fire in the water in which it 
has been soaking, with the juice and, 
peel of a small lemon. Let this simmer 
for a full hour after it reaches the boil. 
Drop into it then a half pound of rock 
candy; let this dissolve entirely and the 
lemonade boil for about five minutes lon- 
ger. Take it from the fire and let It ge* 
cold.

In Modoo county, Cal., is an immense 


field of lava covered with a bcantifnl 
forest of conifers, which is inhabited by 
leer, bear, panther, lynx, coyote, porcu- 
pine and nnmerong far bearing animal* 
ichose pelts are of value to the trapper. 
It was in them lava beds that tbe Modoo 
Indians made their stand against tba 
government troops some years ago and 
were with very great difficulty destroy- 
ld. 
It is here that the ic-a oaves a^e 


fonnd, and from them the Modocs dr , v 
their water supply while besieged by 
the troops. 


One never having been over a lava 


0eld can form bat little idea of the 
Ibaotio manner in which tbe ingenious 
tvorkmen have left the products of their 
labor. Tbe only order observed is disor- 
der of the most exaggerated 
kind, 


wherein every mass of rook has been 
/wisted or raised or depressed or arched 


' some cavern in a different way from 


id throughout these lava beds are of 
rery varying shapes and dimensions. 
Some are mere covert ways, with an 
arch of stone thrown over them. Others 
are immense chambers some yards from 
the surface, another kind is suuk quite 
deeply and may be in a series of cham- 
bers united by a corridor that opens at 
the surface, whilt another kind seems 
to go directly to the center of the earth 
Without stopping. 


It is here that the ftores of ioe are 


fonnd, which is formed from water that 
filters in annually from the melting 
snows above. Every winter the lava 
beds are covered with a fall of snow 
which varies from two to ten feet in 
depth. The temperature over this region 
in the coldest weather is often 20 or 
more degrees below zero, BO that any 
water that might ha in the caves is 
frozen solid, unless the oaves' months 
should be entirely'covered with snow, 
which is not often the case. Now, when 
spring comes and the snow melts, the 
water percolates through into tbe cold 
storage chambers beneath and is there 
congeajledj>y tbe prevailing cold. It is 


in this way that the ioe has been made 
and stored for years. 
Aud were these 


oaves accessible to market they would 
furnish the purest of ice to many cities 
for years to come.—Popular Science 
News. 


ST. PAUL'S ROCKS. 


A Submarine Mountain In the Middle of 


tbe Atlantic Ocean. 


Almost at the very center of the At- 


lantic ocean—only a trifle north of the 
equator and about half way between 
South America and Africa—is a sub- 
marine mountain so high that, in spite 
of the immense depth of the sea, it 
thrusts its peak 70 feet above the waves. 
This peak, startling from its position, 
forma a labyrinth of islets, the whole 
not over half a mile in circumference, 
known as St. Paul's rocks. So steep is 
the mountain, of which this lonely rest- 
ing place of sea birds is the summit, that 
one mile from these rocks a 600 fathom 
line with which soundings voru at- 
tempted by Ross on his voyage to the 


I Antarctic failed to tpaoh bottom. 


Were the bed of the sea to be suddenly 


elevated to a Idval with the dry land. 
St. Paul's rooks would be the cloud 
capped peak of a mountain rising in 
sheer ascent in the midst of a broad 
plain. They are supposed to have been 
formed by the same disturbance of na- 
ture which separated the Cape Verde is- 
lands from Africa. 


Treacherous currents make navigation 


in the vicinity of these rocks dangerous. 
A Brazilian savaJ officer, who passed 
them on an English steamer, tells me 
that the evening before they expected to 
eight thorn he was told by the captain 
that at 5 o'clock in the morning they 
would appear about five miles west. At 
that hour the officer went on deck and 
looked to the westward—nothing bnt an 
expanse of heaving sea. He chanced to 
turn, and there,-, five miles to the east- 
ward were—the'-rocks. 
The currents 


bad, in Jsss than 13 'hours, carried a 
fnll powered steamer' ten miles ont of 
her course.—Guitav Kobbe in St. Nich- 
olas.

"We will soon have legislative 


assurance of the continuance of the 
gold standard, •« ith which to measure 
our- exchanges," said the president, 
"and we have the open door in the far 
east through which to market our pro- 
ducts. We are neither in alliance, nor 
antagonism nor entanglement with 
any foreign power, but in terms of 
amity and cordiality with all. We buy 
from all of them and sell to all of them, 
and our sales exceeded our nurchases 
in the past two years by over $1,000,- 
000,000." 


The story of an alliance with Great 


Britain gets another and very author- 
itative denial here, there is no recog- 
nition of the master-stroke of diplom- 
acy which opened every foot of China, 
rio matter by whom held, to the mar- 
keting of American products, and there 
is a reminder that the .protective tar- 
IE has been doing its work -well for 
"our sales have exceeded our purchases 
in- the past two years by aver $1,000,- 
000,000." 


The bulk of the president's soeech 


•was devoted to the new material duty 
growing out of the war with Si>ain. 
"As it was the nation's war," says the 
president, "so are its result^ the na- 
tion's problem. Its solution rests upon 
all. It is too serious to stifle. It is too 
earnest for repose. No phrase or catch- 
word can cancel the sacred obligation 
It Involves. No use of epithets, no as- 
persion of motives by those who differ 
will contribute to tiit co'jer jatlg-n.^,.. 
so essentton to rteht conclusions. » * * 
W* must choose between manly doing 
and baye desertion. It will never be 
the latter. * * » No great emergency 
has arisen In the nation's history and 
progress which has not been met by 
the sovereign people with big capacity, 
v. Jlh ample strength and with unflinch- 
ing fidelity to every honorable obliga- 
tion." That has the true ring- in it, 
the spirit which resolutely meets facts 
nnd deal^ with them according- to the 
highest light and purpose under all the 
bumpering circumstances. 11 has not 
the ring: 08 the platitudinous hunter of 
high place. But here follows a sound- 
er philosophy than is in the leamin™ 
of those who oppjse the. president: 


"Theic ran be nr> imneriaJism. Those 


\, ho fear it are against -t. Thoso who 
have faith in the republic are arraanst 
!r;so that there is universal abhorrcnre 
for it and unanimous opposition to it. 
I'ur only difference is Uiui those \\'nr> 
do not <i£rce with us have no confidence 
M". the virtue or capacity or hlg-h pur- 
i o&e or good .faith rxf this free people 
. a civilizing aguncy; while*wc believe 
that the century of free government 
ivhich the American people have en- 
joyed has not rendered them faithles: 
and irrosoulute, but has fitted them foi 
the great task of lifting up and assist- 
ing to better conditions those distant 
peoples who have, through the- Issue of 
battle, become our wards. Let us fear 
not 
There is no occasion for faint 


hearts, no excuse for regrets. Nations 
do not grow in strength, and the cause 
of liberty and law Is not advanced by 
the doing of easy things. The harder 
the task the greater will be the results 
the benefit and the honor. To doubt 
our power to accomplish it is to lose 


faith In the soundness and strength of 
our popular Institutions. The libera- 
tors win n&ver become the oppressors. 
A self-governed people will never per- 
mit despotism 
In any government 


which they foster and defend. 


Gentlemen, we have the new care 


and cannot shift it

It is 


not possible that 75,000,000 of American 
freemen are unable to establish liberty 
and justice and good government In 
our new possessions. The burden Is 
our opportunity. The opportunity Is 
greater than the burden . May God 
give us strength to bear the one and 
wisdom so to embrace the other as to 
carry to our distant acquisitions the 
guarantees of 'life, liberty and

pursuit of happiness. "

SOME OF THE CURIOUS EXAMPLES 


RECORDED IN HISTORY. 


The Livea of Many Great lien Here Been 


Influenced by Vision*—Frequently They 
Have Been Prophetic) at Other Times 
They Have Caused Tragedlem. 


The importance of the part played by 


dominant hallucinations In the history 
of the world can scarcely be overrated. 
Julius Cassar, Napoleon Bonaparte, Soc- 
rates, Luther, Ignatius Loyola, are but 
a few of the great men whose lives were 
intimately entwined with ruling delu- 
sions. In these cases the illusions seem 
to have been persistent and not to have 
been produced by any voluntary effort 
on the part of the seer. On the other 
hand, Talma could walk on to the stage 
and after staring at the brilliant and 
applauding audience for a few seconds 
would see nothing but rows of grinning 
skeletons. In this he seems to have fore- 
stalled Herr Eoentgen, for the skeletons 
were in the exact positions of the mem- 
bers of the audience and changed their 
postures with every variation of their 
positions. ItwastothiB grisly "house" 
that the great actor delivered some of 
his grandest histrionio efforts. 


Goethe, as might be expected, called 


•up pleasanter and more peaceful visions. 
At will he could see a flower in the cen- 
ter of his visual field. He thus described 
it: "This flower does not for a moment 
preserve its form; it is generally decom- 
posed, and from its interior are bom 
other flowers with colored, or sometimes 
green, petals. These are not natural 
flowers, but fantastic, nevertheless regu- 
lar, figures, such as the roses of sculp- 
tors." 


The capacity for thus producing at 


will a lovely object had, however, tbe 
disadvantage described by Abercrombie 
in his famous "Inquiry Concerning the 
Intellectual Powers," that they were 
not as a rule dismissible at pleasura 
Blake, after studying a model seated in 
a chair, could continue seeing her clearly 
when the chair was empty. This must 
have been an economical way of hiring 
a subject by the hour and would be an 
acceptable talent in these days of highly 
feed models. The ghastly case described 
by Sir Walter Scott of the man who 
knew that he was dying, and knew 
equally well that there was nothing 
whatever the matter with him, is per- 
haps too lamiliar to need more thau 
passing mention. The black cat that 
this luckless man saw was, to use his 
own words, "no household cat, but a 
bubble of the elements which has no 
existence." This animal was as com- 
plex in form as the seer's metaphor, for 
it would turn suddenly into a court 
usher, and the usher in his turn would 
become a skeleton. This man showed no 
symptoms of insanity and was fully 
aware of the unreality of what he saw, 
which must greatly have added to the 
persistent misery of his condition. 


An old gentleman described by the 


late Dr. Elam had a power of conjuring 
up, often without voluntary effort, two 
or more charming dancing girls, and the 
antics of these nymphs continued until 
sleep came to the rescue. The old fellow 
was of a particularly pious and proper 
turn of mind, so that their gratuitous 
ballet was presumably wasted on him. 
Nicolai of Berlin, a very level headed 
savant, was troubled for two months 
•with the vision of a corpse. The hallu- 
cination lasted as a rule exactly eight 
minutes, and the body was apparently 
always steady at a uniform distance of 
about ten feet from the observer. 


This trouble supervened suddenly 


after a violent quarrel in which Nicolai 
had been engaged. Ultimately the 
corpse and all the poor man's other de- 
lusions were driven back to their own 
sphere by the prosaic attacks of leeches 
on the temples. This treatment was 
also most effective in dispelling the vi- 
sions of a certain clergyman in Hamp- 
shire late in the last century. He habit- 
ually engaged in personal encounters 
•with the devil, until the leeches drove 
the foul fiend out of his visual field. 
Dr. Bostock, the psychologist, saw the 
heads of his friends "in relief, like 
medallions.'•' Curiously enough, he 
could never conjure up their bodies. 


The great Napoleon was, as is gen- 


erally known, invariably attended by a 
etar. This story was implicitly believed 
at the time, and it is said to have been 
first related by General Rapp, who, on 
visiting the monarch's tent at night, 
found Bonaparte excitedly pointing to 
a corner of the tent, crying: "Do you 
see that—my star? It is shining there 
before youl" At the period of the ref- 
ormation wrestling with the evil one 
in propria persona was by no means an 
uncommon exercise. 
Luther several 


times indulged in these combats. Mr. 
Lecky tells us of the young monk who 
rushed up to Sts. Pachonius and 
Palaanon in the desert and told them 
excitedly of the beautiful woman who 
had tempted him in his cell and, "hav- 
ing worked her purpose," had vanished 
miraculously in the air, leaving him 
half dead upon the ground. The story 
goes on to say that the young monk, 
' 'with a wild shriek, broke away from 
his saintly listeners * * * and rushed 
across the desert till he arrived at the 
next village and there leaped into the 
open furnace of the public baths and 
perished in the flames." 


Cazotte was reported to have habit- 


ually dreamed with his eyes open, so 
that at the dinner party when he sud- 
denly said that he saw Condorcet, who 
was one of the guests, in prison and 
taking poison to avoid the headsman's 
ax nobody paid much attention. The 
event, however, happened within two 
years under the precise circumstances 
described.—London Standard.

If Eichard be tried by the only proper 


standard, that of his own time, he will 
be found to be not more but less cruel 
and bloody than either his predecessors 
or those who came after him. The act 
Which has especially blackened his 
memory is the mysterious removal or 
murder of the princes. Yet Clifford, 
backed by Margaret of Anjou, had kill- 
ed in cold blood Eichard's brother, the 
Earl of Eufchland, a boy of 16, while 
Henry VH imprisoned arid executed the 
feeble minded Earl of Warwick, the son 
of Clarence. 
In mere numbers of exe- 


cutions, excluding, of course, on both 
Bides those who were taken in open re- 
bellion, Richard has much less to an- 
swer for than Queen Margaret or Henry 
VII and far less than Henry VIII, who 
put to death, anybody who happened to 
be distasteful to him on political, per- 
eonal or religious grounds. 
There waj 


no public opinion in that day against 
putting to death any one who had played 
and lost in tfie great struggle of politics. 
Executions were a recognized part of 
the business. 
When tho game went 


against a statesman in those days, as 
Mr. Speaker Reed once said, he did not 
cross the aisle and take his place as the 
leader of his majesty's opposition; ho 
Was sent to the tower and had his head 
cnt off. Autres temps, autres mceurs. 


At every torn of the wheel in the long 


struggle between the Lancastrians.and 
tho Yorkists the victorious party al- 
ways executed every leader of the other 
side upon whom they could lay hands. 
Such were the rules of the society and 
such the politics in which Richard was 
brought up, and he played according to 
those rules and without excess, paying 
the final forfeit himself -with nndaunted 
courage. 


Nothing is farther from the truth 


than the notion that Richard was un- 
popular with the masses of the people. 
He had never injured them, and they 
did not care how many nobles or princes 
ho put to death.—Hon. Henry Cabot 
Lodge in Scribner's.

One of them, is 
a bip straw hat and a little less ragged shirt and 
trouiers than the others, with a revolver and a 
big machete, came forward and shook hands with 
me. Then he said, "How is Letitia?" Then I 
saw thut it was Frank 1'ilsbury. He sneaked off 
from lampa three weeks ago with some sort of 
dispatches for the Cubans, and they say he landed 
at Matanias and made his way right across the 
island. I couldn't believe it, but Garcia has pho- 
tographs that he took on the way. Frankie has 
one of those little dinky "Slap Bang" cameras 
with him. The Cubans are afraid of him and 
think he is the president's eldest son. The Span- 
iards took him for an Enghah tourist. Now they 
lire going to fit him out with decent clothes and 
send him to Washington. How he did it all 1 
don't know. I suppose it was his Spanish and 
getting so chummy with all those stiff dudes up 
at the hotel. 1 can't write any more. The shock 
seems to have given me u chill. I believe we 
shall be fighting tomorrow. 
Hope I may get 


killed. Yours, 
FHED STIMMS. 


This letter set us all in a ferment 


of excitement. Everybody went and 
asked Letitia for information. Every- 
body felt that there must be more mys- 
tery behind this. Letitia smiled and 
said she had lost sight of Frank during 
the latter part of her stay at Tampa. 
She supposed the government must 
have sent him on some special mission 
to Cuba, because he had traveled there 
before the war was ever thought of 
and knew the country a little. 


I think we all felt somewhat annoyed. 


Jeannette 
unaccountably got down- 


right angry and began treating Robin- 
son, who had been obliged to stay at 
home on account of his mother and sis- 
ter, very unkindly. 


Poor Fred had one consolation, and 


that was that Frank was not at Santi- 
ago on the 1st of July—had, in fact, 
started home with his mysterious dis- 
patches 
several 
days before that. 


Fred's friends also had the consolation 
that Fred, In spite of his own gloomy 
ambitions, came out of all that fighting 
without a scratch, though he did go to 
grass later on with a severe attack of 
fever. 


By the Fourth of July Frank came 


home a little browner and less plump 
than before, it is trne, but with his 
hair still smooth and parted plumb in 
the middle.

fore the other soldier boys. For three 
weeks we all conspired to keep the 
news from him, so that the shock 
might not kill him. When he heard 
the whole truth, he packed up and 
went to the Pacific coast—San Fran- 
cisco Call.

A. Schoolmate of the President Tells o? 


His Early Life.

His mother 
was a rather slim woman of medium 
heijht. Tom Lincoln, his father, was 
tall. Abe was not ver^ much like him, 
for Tom Lincoln had a fuller face and 
was of a heavier huild."

coln's brothers or sister., ..« old sian 
brightened up and said: "Oh, yes, he 
had a sister. Her name was Sally, and 
she was about my age. That was r:io 
reason why I thought so nmch ( f Abo. 
But when the Lincolns moved to In- 
diana I did not say goodby to either of 
them. 


"I next heard of Lincoln several 


years afterward. It was said that he 
would make rails during the summer 
and thus earn money to go to school. 
Then I heard no more of Lincoln until 
he was nominated for president I told 
the boys that no matter what happened 
I was going to vote for Abe. I said I 
was going to vote for him if it was the 
last act of my life, because I had played 
with him when a boy, and I was glad 
he had gone up in the world, and I did 
vote for him!" said the old man.

A doc- 
tor ran always tell if his patient is a 
baker, for instance, by the state of hia 
teeth. The flour dust collects on the 
teeth, becomes acid and gives rise to a 
special kind of decay. Bakers, owing to 
their irregular life, sleeping in tho day 
and working at night, UL(] Lcrauseof (he 
hot air and diT-t, arc su-ut victims to 
consumption. BluiLbniiths, strorg as 
they are, very often suffer from paraly- 
sis ot tlio -\\hcle right ride from the con- 
tinuous shock of hammering, and their 
eyes become weak from the glare of the 
fire. Athletes, strange to say, do not, as a 
rule, eu^oy long life. Professional boxers, 
wrestlers, gymnasts, cyclists, are short 
lived and suffer from enlargement »f 
the heart and diseases of the lungs. 
Boilermakers get deaf from the contin- 
ual loud noise. Brewers and brewers' 
drivers drink beer in such largo quanti- 
ties that they rain their livers and gen- 
erally die young. Bricklayers and plas- 
terers are very healthy, and they are 
said to resemble asses in never dying. 
Butchers are very strong and healthy, 
but they suffer in health through eating 
little pieces of raw meat. Cabmen are 
noted for "nipping," and they endure 
the natural consequences. The cold also 
affects their faces to such a degree that 
the muscles of the face become frequent- 
ly paralyzed. 


Carpenters and cabinet makers are 


afflicted with varicose veins in the legs, 
and the action of the shoulder in sawing 
and planing produces a diseased condi- 
tion of the large artery that runs from 
the heart to the arm, so that there is 
not a carpenter living, a doctor says, in 
whom a curious noise may not be heard 
by applying the ear to that blood ves- 
sel. Hardly a single china scourer lives 
to old age without becoming asthmatic. 
Clergyman's sore throat is of course 
well known. It is said by some to re- 
sult from having the mouth open so fre- 
quently, the air going in that way and 
drying the throat. Others say it is caused 
by the clerical collar. And others still 
say it results from the fact that the 
clergyman preaches from a pulpit and 
has to bend his head downward—for 
barristers, who talk quite as much, do 
not suffer as much as clergymen, being 
on the same level as their hearers. 


Miners, from working in the dark, 


become very irritable. Their eyes get 
weak, and their, lungs become quite 
black—miners' lung. Cooks, particular- 
ly male cooks working in nctels, clubs 
and restaurants, get gout from contin- 
ually tasting rich food, and both male 
and female cooks get varicose veins and 
flat feet from long standing as well as 
the well known ache of the face from 
the heat and dirt. Coopers have a lump 
on the Late, which is really a little bag 
of fluid put there by nature to protect 
the knee from the injurious effects of 
pressing it against the barrel Divers' 
hearts become distended from holding 
their breath. 


Domestic servants are remarkable for

Dressmakers' long 
hours and confinement result in con- 
sumption very often, but more often in 
indigestion, poverty of blood and im- 
paired eyesight. The fumes of nitric 
acid make goldsmiths' eyes sore, and 
they get cramps in their fingers from 
catching small screws. Nearly all the 
human beings who suffer from that 
awful disease, glanders, are grooms. 


India rubber workers have very bad 


headaches and great mental depression. 
Painters are poisoned by the lead they 
use so much, and all their muscles, but 
especially their wrist muscles, become 
very weak. Photographers get poisoned 
by cyanide of potassium. The dust that j 
enters the lungs of potters when they 
are sifting clay interferes so much with 
their breathing that "potter's asthma" 
is a well known disease. 
Compositors 


get cracks and fissures in the lips and 
small tumors in their mouths from the I 
habit of putting type in the mouth, and , 
consumption attacks them frequently 
because of the stooping posture and the 
confined, sedentary life. Politicians are 
greatest sufferers of all, the constant 
dram drinking giving them indigestion, 
jaundice and nervous diseases, killing 
them at an earlier age than members of 
any other profession. Sailors, very sin- 
gularly, suffer greatly from consump- 
tion, owing to the cold and damp and 
the bad air of the forecastle. Salesmen 
and saleswomen in shops do a lot of 
standing, which gives them varicose 
veins and pains in the feet Cloth scour- 
ers, who inhale benzine and turpentine, 
suffer from headache, lassitude and 
nervousness. Shoemakers get their chest 
pressed in by the last, lose their appetite 
and strength and have headaches. Stone- 
cutters' eyes are often injured by the 
flying stone. 


Tea tasters, although they only take 


the tea into the mouth and do not swal- 
low it, become so nervous that they can 
follow their employment for only a pe- 
riod of eight to ten years. The sedentary 
life of lawyers, artists, students and 
literary men gives rise to gout, which 
is said to kill more wise men than fools; 
dyspepsia, which made Carlyle's lift 
such a torture, and apoplexy, which 
carries off hosts of grea-t men.—Pall 
Mall Gazetta

Bow Electrical Appliances Arc Now Util- 


ized For This Pnrpoie. 


When electrical plants were first in- 


etallcd aboard ship, lead incased cables, 
run in ordinary molding, were used al- 
most entirely, and in case of iron ships 
the hull was frequently employed for 
the return circuit. The latter method 
eoon passed out of use, for it not only 
increased tho fire hazard, but was in- 
efficient mechanically, and also liable 
to give rise to disturbing influences on 
tho ship's compassea. 


Lead incased conductors in ordinary 


molding wc.ro used on the first two 
United States men-of-war having elec- 
tric plants—the Trenton and Omaha— 
but with unsatisfactory results in each 
case. In the latter ship, the electrical 
plant of which was installed by tho

holes bored m live o;ik knees, one hole j 
to about eiich six feet of run, aud the 
writer hus a vivid recollection of the 
difficulties encountered in boring several 
hundred three-quarter and half inch 
holes through about eight inches of 
gnarled oak, very nearly as hard to 
pierce as some of tho tougher metals. It 
is perhaps needless to say that the cost 
of labor and tools was no small item in 
the cost of installation. 


Lead incased conductors were finally 


discarded, except in some special work, 
as the protectionrfrom injury to the in- 
sulation and from moisture, which the 
lead sheath was supposed to give,' waa 
found to be illusory. Dents caused 
short circuiting on the sheath of the 
conductors, while punctures, permitting 
the entrance of moisture, led to bad 
grounds as well as short circuits. 


At the present day what may be call- 


ed a composite system for the installa- 
tion of the distributing conductors is 
employed. Equal security in all parts 
of the installation is the object kept in 
view, and to obtain this several systems 
are blended together as one. While 
molding and flexible conduits are used 
in the saloons and cabins, tho conduct- 
ors in the machinery spaces and holds 
are run in iron coduits, which are thor- 
oughly innsulated on the inside, and 
special fittings are employed in passing 
through the decks and bulkheads. Spe- 
cial water tight switches, cutouts and 
fixtures are also used {wherever there is 
exposure to the weather.—E. G. Ber- 
nard in Cassier's Magazina

von Binzer writes of his experience as 
"A Page at the Berlin Court" upon the 
occasion of a double royal wedding and 
of the preceding and succeeding festivi- 
ties.

Dral in chief had lain down was a pig- 
pen, but its former occupants had dis- 
appeared and were probably at that time 
nonrisniug the stomachs of the cavalry 
troopers of tbe invading army. Unfor- 
tunately the odors of t.hp place had not 
taken their departure with the pigs, but 
remained to add to the discomfort of the 
bivouackfrs. 
Sheridan's cav^'iy had 


had a fight at this place the afternoon 
before, in which he had defeated the 
opposing force, and the ground in the 
vicinity, strewn with the dead, offered 
ample evidence of the severity of the 
struggle.

Bth active operations were in progress 
throughout the columns.

Dr. Emmaniu*! Pfeiffer of 
Holden 


street ate a small portion of vegetable 
soup this afternoon. This will be his 
last rnt-al until March, 27 at the earliest 


Following his plan of rasting for 21 


days, as reported fully in the Tran- 
script last Friday, Dr. Pfeiffer has be- 
gun his perio.1 of abstinence from all 
food. 
For the next three weeks all 


that he wilt take into his stomach will 
be about a. pint of water a day. As re- 
ported in the previous article, he has 
made no preparation fcur the fast in 
the way of fattening foods, having 
eaten his usual two meals a day only 
since he first made up his mind to 
fast, and todaj^ his only nourishment 
waes a small breaktast, purely vege- 
table, this morning, and the plate of 
soup this afternoon. 


Dr. Pfeiffer has placed himself in 


charge of Dr. Mignault for 
medical 


examinations. Twice a day he will be 
examined thoroughly, measured and 
weighed. 
He had his photograph 


taken this morning at Sanford's studio, 
and will have photographs taken at 
the end. of seven, 14 and 21 days, to 
show how the fast changes his physical 
appearance. 


This is the beginning' of a series of 


fasts which Dr. Pfedffer intends 
to 


make, for longer and longer periods, 
until he reach.es what he believes: to 
be the limit, o<r 60 days, for a human 
being to go absolutely without food. 
Although he is confident that he could 
go at first for a longer period than 21 
days, it is probable that he will mot 
attempt to- do so this time', as he does 
not wish to shock 
the system too 


greatly. 


An outline of his daily work was 


given in the former article. He will 
do his usual work each day, writing 
two or three hours, take a long walk, 
probably saw some wood 
for 
more 


violent exercise, and) take two 
cold 


baths each day. He will practically 
make no change in his regular work, 
and is confident that his physical and 
mental powers will in IK> way be dim- 
inished during' the period. 


Dr. Pfeiffer plans to give a lecture in 


this city in about a week an the culi- 
ject, "How man shoulu live in orde1- 
to insure good health and long life," in 
which he will emphasize his theories 
in regeared to over-eating', of which he 
saj's that nearly every peison in the 
world is guilty. 


In accordance with his plan to make 


what he can out of the experiments, 
although he announces that his first 
and chief purpose in fasting is in the 
interests of science, he will give a num- 
ber of lectures through ti.e state on the 
same subject. 


Concerning the question of watchers 


to see that Dr. Pfeiffer actually takes 
no nourishment, he at first planned to 
.T'.I that this be done, by a number of 
;v:..,p.s whom he might interest suffi- 
ckr,t:y to take time for it. But as it 
would r_i;uire for three weeks that sev- 
eral responsible men in whom the pub- 
lic had confidence, should give six or 
eight hours a day to doing nothing but 
watch him, this part o* the program 
v ill probably not be carried out. 


But in speaking of this part of it, the 


doctor says there vould '>-^ no reason 
in a man who 'E r/olcring for the cause 
of science in Csssivmg the people in 
such a way, and that more than this, 
to eat a little occasionally in an ir- 
regular way, would probably disar- 
range the system more than to main- 
tain the fast. 
Added to titis, he says 


that such is his faith in his will power, 
that he does not expect to feel hungry.

Unknown Man Killed by Train 


An unknown man, about 22 years old, 


was struck by the Harlam express at 
East Chatham, N. Y., Saturday after- 
noon, and received injuries consisting 
of a broken leg-, hip and deep cut on the 
left side of his head, which caused his 
death at the House of Mercy in Pitts- 
field, where he had been taken for 
treatment, shortly before 
6 
o'clock 


Saturday evening. 


The unfortunate man was seen by 


railroad employes to step from one 
track to the other, in order to avoid a 
west-bound freig-ht train, and direct- 
ly in front of the express, which hurled 
him with terrific force against an em- 
bankment several feet 
distant. He 


was picked up unconscious and taken 
to the baggage room at the station and 
then ta,ken to the Pitssfield hosoital 
where he soon died. 


A search of his clothing:, which con-

FIRE IN DEMOCRAT OFFICE 


Press Room of the Paper Gutted by 


Flames This Noon 


Fire gutted the press room of the 


Sunday Democrat office on Chestnut 
street shortly before noon today. The 
fire had a goad start when the depart- 
ment reached the scene, and excellent 
work saved the large f''ame building 
in which the newspaper oj"Sce is lo- 
cated. Although it was impossible to 
estimate the loss before a more thor- 
ough investigation was made, it is be- 
lieved tha.t it will not go over §500, as 
rlic fire was confined almost entirely to 
the. press room. 


The fire was discovered by employes 


of the office, who while working on the 
second floor, smelled the smoke. The 
press room was faundi to be filled with 
smoke and flames, and an alarm was 
turned in from box 8. The flames were 
making good headway when the appar- 
atus reached the place, and water was 
•turned on from two lines of hose. The 
press room was floorled. Windows were 
broken in the ur>i>er floors, but it was 
found unnecessary to turn water in, 
There was very little damage above 
the pressroom therefore. The fire was 
gotten under control in about 20 min- 
utes. 


The loss was covered by insurance 


in several companies. L. C and W. 
H. Chase of the Democrat a,re the chief 
losers. The building is owned by R. 
A. I.. Watgnn and George Hopkins, and 
the loss will be fully covered by Insur- 
ance. A. M. Whipple has an oifflce in 
the building1, but the loss will not be 
large, and the Hoosac manufacturing 
company, which conducts the duck 
coat industry, which is to be moved to 
ConWay, and which occupied the upper 
floors of the building, will find its onlv 
loss in, smoke. The other <-nd of the 
building contains a number of sma1! 
industries, none of which v>er<- affuui.ua. 


Tlie cause of the fire could not be 


discovered. It started in a larjro pile 
of old papers in a comer of the svess 
room. This was near a stove in which 
there WPS a hot fire, but it rould not 
have started from this. The only rea- 
sonable theory was that of spontaneous 
combustion in the par>ers. The press 
room was partially flooded last week, 
and work \\,T? just being bc?un at 
cleaning out the press room. Coming 
just after- the weekly edition of the 
paper was out, the ne::t issue of the 
paper will not be interfered with. 


From recent developments it appears 


that J. Rorner, the man who passed 
worthless checks in, Pittsfield, and who 
had spent some time in this- city pre- 
| viously under the name of Bolton, is 


undoubtedly a very clever 
swindler. 


The story of his doings makes it seem 
probable that his dealings here, which 
were reported some days agt>, were 


j simiply preliminary to the swindling of 


the Pittsfield merchants, and that he 
did not intend to attempt to pass 
checks here at all 


One of the checks presented in Pitts- 


field was endorssd by Elijah Prince of 
Cheshire, a contractor and well known 
resident of that towrt When this fact 
was brought to the attention of Mr. 
Prince he at once declared it a forg- 
ery. It developed that the stranger, 
who as reported some1 days ago, claim- 
ed to be lo-okir^ for a farm in this 
vicinity, in order that he mi£ht move 
to it and send his children to the nor- 
mal school, consulted A. J. Witherell 
of this city, and was taken by the 
latter to Cheshire to look at a farm 
that Mr. Prince had for sale. 


The stranger appeared much pleased 


with it, and when he left said to Mr. 
Prince that he would give his definite 
answer in regard to buying it to Mr. 
Witherell. Just before he left he asked 
Mr. Prince to write his name in a me- 
morandum book that was jvroduced, 
saying that he wanted it for reference. 
There was no writing on the1 r>a,ge, and 
Mr. Prince therefore signed his name. 


It was apparently this signature that 


was copied on the back of the check 
that was 
negotiated 
in 
Pittsfield. 


Those who were swindled are satisfied 
that the stranger's only purpose in 
looking at the farm -nas to secure the 
name otf some well known man in this 
county which would be accepted as en- 
dorsement on a check to which it might 
be transferred.
